JEAN SUTHERLAND BOGGS, AUTHORITY ON THE ART OF EDGAR DEGAS, 

TO LECTURE AT MUSEUM 

Although The Cleveland Museum of Art's special exhibition of 
Impressionist and Post-Impressionist paintings from London's Courtauld 
Institute of Art closes on March 8 , its series of free guest lectures on 
Impressionism continues . 

On Wednesday, March 11, at 5:45 pm, Jean Sutherland Boggs, Director 
Emeritus of the National Gallery of Canada in Ottawa, will lecture on "Samuel 
Courtauld and Degas" in Gartner Auditorium of The Cleveland Museum of Art. In 
her slide-illustrated talk. Dr. Boggs will examine the career and works of the 
French Impressionist artist Edgas Degas (1834-1917), focusing on those of his 
works collected by Samuel Courtauld, an English industrialist who formed one 
of the great collections of Impressionist paintings and founded the Courtauld 
Institute of Art. Dr. Boggs will also discuss paintings by Degas in The 
Cleveland Museum of Art and other major museums. 

A noted Degas scholar, Jean Boggs is currently chairman of a committee 
organizing a major retrospective exhibition of the works of Degas, which will 
be shown in Paris, Ottawa, and New York in 1988 and 1989 . She is also editing 
and contributing to the catalogue which will accompany the exhibition. 

Dr. Boggs served as Director of the National Gallery of Canada from 
1966 - 76 , as Professor of Fine Arts at Harvard University from 1976 - 79 , and as 
Director of the Philadelphia Museum of Art from 1979-82. She is the author of 
a number of books, including Portraits by Degas (University of California 
Press, 1962) and several catalogues for exhibitions of works by Degas. 

Dr. Boggs's lecture is the third in a five-part series of guest lectures 
on Impressionism. Remaining lectures are scheduled on April 8 and May 13 . 
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
